2. Put Germany on the defen­ 
sive next year and knock her out 
of the war by 1944; 
3. Finish off Japan by 1945. 
To atop Hitler this year, it is

Egypt remains uncertain, it is 
considered doubtful whether the 
United Nations will be in a posi­ 
tion to open up a major second 
front in western Europe.

In order to free myself from the 
accusation that my comments on 
the vitamins are my own opinion 
unshared by anyone else, I quote 
from Dr. W. J, R. Camp, of the 
University of Illinois:

“Little did Casimir Funk real­ 
ise when he coined the word ‘vita­ 
min* that he was furnishing the 
catchword for a one hundred mil­ 
lion dollar business. Probably 
nothing medical has capture! the 
imagination of the public 
so 
thoroughly as the vitamin de­ 
ficiency question. Ironically, the 
greatest trade in vitamins is in 
communities where there is suf­ 
ficient money to provide adequate 
diets. A person financially unable 
to provide a balanced diet cannot 
afford to buy the expensive vita­ 
min products. The self-conviction 
that one is vitamin-deficient is al­ 
most of paranoid quality; the 
premise is false, but the results 
are satisfying." 
, My desk seems to have been 
flooded recently with articles about 
the vitamins, as if everyone was 
taking a kind of satisfaction in 
goading me. One article seriously 
proposes that all draftees who 
have visual defects ba given the 
right kind of vitamins and they 
won’t have to wear glasses. 
I Another one says that the vita­ 
mins cure insanity so we could re­ 
liers all the institutions for the 


mentally deranged in the land by 
giving the inmates vitamins. An­ 
other proposes that all truck driv­ 
ers who run at night eat carrots 
before they start so that they can 
see better in the dark. 
I once had a cat named Belinda. 
I can state as a positive fact that 
that cat never ate a carrot in her 
life or any yeast e ther, but on a 
night that was darker than the 
inside of your shoe she could still 
see a mouse. 
Little “Hidden Hunger” 
In the government movie it sajs 
that three people out of four don't 
know how to eat. SSuch propaganda 
as “Hidden Hunger" seems to me 
to break down civilian morale by 
making all those who see it self- 
conscious about their health and 
diet. Understand that I thorough- 
;y agree with the idea that every­ 
body s diet should contain vege­ 
tables, fruits, bread and butter, 
meat, eggs and milk. but us far as 
my observations go most people in 
the United States are getting there 
things and most people are not 
suffering from “hidden hunger.” 
I object to the GoveVnment of th* 
United States descending to the 
level of a patent medicine adver­ 
tiser.

Fate of Ohio’s numerous county 
fairs, including Circleville Pump- , 
kin Show, probably will be decided 
Monday when a meeting of the 
Ohio Fair Managers’ association 
is held in Columbus, it was an­ 
nounced Friday by former Gover­ 
nor Myers Y. Cooper, Cincinnati, 
honorary president of the associa­ 
tion. 
Cooper's statement followed a 
reaffirmation 
in 
Washington 
by Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- | 
tion, of his policy that travel to 
and from state and county fairs 
is nonessential 
and 
that fairs 
should be postponed for the dura- j 
tion of the war. 
Eastman issued his statement 
in Washington to F. H. Kingman. 
of Brockton, Mass., general man­ 
ager of the International Associa­ 
tion of Fairs, R. A. Lee, represent­ 
ing the St. Paul-Minneapolis state 
fair association and other fair of­ 
ficials including a delegation from 
Ohio. 
Cooper said: "The fair manag­ 
ers want to be absolutely cooper­ 
ative, but fairs can render a fine 
sendee in the war effort. 
We 
want to hear directly from the 
Washington 
delegation 
before 
making a definite decision.” 
Harmful to Morale 
The 
delegation 
argued 
that 
postponement 
of 
fairs 
would 
wreck a billion dollar industry, 
throw thousands of persons out 
of employment 
and 
w’ould 
be 
harmful to the morale of farmers 
and others interested in fairs. 
Eastman agreed that postpone­ 
ment of fairs will be a hardship 
to the farmer, but declared that 
“it wdll be by no means an intol­ 
erable deprivation.” 
"Rubber-borne cars and trucks 
used by farmers must be made to 
last until new sources of rubber 
have been developed and we can 
count on no less than three years 
for that,” Eastman said, 
"If the 
vehicles are to last, clearly all un­ 
necessary use must be avoided. 
I 
do not believe that their use for 
attendance at fairs can be prop­ 
erly classed as necessary: nor do 
I believe that such use is at all 
negligible. 
"If convinced 
that 
postpone­ 
ment of fairs will contribute to 
the good of the country in time of 
war, the farmers will not give it 
a second thought.” 
Ben Gordon, president of the 
local Agricultural society, has ex­ 
pressed his desire to cooperate in 
the program if other cities do 
likewise.

In view of this I am designat­ 
ing Saturday, June 27, as Ohio 
Rubber day with an appeal to 
farmers to bring in their scrap 
rubber to a city or community 
celebration which I ask you to 
hold Saturday. The oil companies 
will pay one cent per pound for 
this scrap. I feel confident your 
patriotism will stimulate an en­ 
thusiastic climax to this most im­ 
portant of all Ohio patriotic pro­ 
grams."
